The Balfour Foundation grant, 
the largest private gift awarded to 
the RCC in its 20-year history, will 
be used for a comprehensive five-

"We are extremely grateful to 
the Balfour Foundation for this 
generous grant and the tremen- 
dous opportunity it provides for 
Roxbury Community College," said 
Dr. Brown, "This funding will al-

Accreditation 

On December 28, 1994, Dr. 
Sandra Elman, Associate Director 
of the Commission on Institutions 
of Higher Education, New England 
Association of Schools and Col- 
leges, Inc., visited the College and 
met with President Brown and Ms. 
Jianping Wang, co-chair of the Self- 
study Steering Committee. The 
discussion focused on the first draft 
of RCCs self-study report submit- 
ted to NEASC on December 4, 
1994. Dr. Elman complimented the 
hard work by the steering commit- 
tee and commented that the draft 
was "a very good working docu- 
ment." Dr. Elman's specific com- 
ments and suggestions were dis- 
seminated to the steering commit- 
tee and sub-committee chairs and 
will be used as guidelines for revi- 
sion. 

On January 17, 1995, at Spring 
1995 Faculty Institute, the entire 
faculty closely reviewed the draft 
of the self-study report and pro- 
vided enormous input. 

During the holiday season, sev- 
eral departments, such as the LRC 
and Student Services, devoted time 
and energy in reviewing and dis- 
cussing the draft. These discus- 
sions and feedback will definitely 
enhance the quality of the self- 
study report. 

On January 24, Dr. Rafael L. 
Cortada, chairperson of the site 
visit team visited the campus. 
During his brief visit, he met with 
students and faculty, the Board of 
Trustees and the Steering Commit- 
tee and toured the campuses. Dr. 
Cortada's visit helped the college 
in our preparation for the upcom- 
ing April site visit. 
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Acuerdo 

The college's participatory gov- 
ernance body — Acuerdo — worked 
hard and diligently last semester. 
The major achievement is im- 
proved participation. All five as- 
semblies attended all Acuerdo 
meetings. In addition, Acuerdo 
reviewed the proposal for improv- 
ing the current Acuerdo structure 
and reached a consensus that in- 
stead of changing the existing 
structure, efforts will be directed 
to improve communication which 
was identified as a key area of 
weakness. Specific recommenda- 
tions were formulated and pre- 
sented to the President and were 
approved by the President. These 
recommendations will be imple- 
mented in the Spring semester. 
With our commitment to partici- 
patory governance and improved 
participation, we expect the new 
semester to be rewarding and fruit- 
ful.

Dual Enrollment 
Program 

The Dual Enrollment Program 
is a new program that allows high 
school students to get a head start 
on college. Currently enrolled 
Massachusetts public high school 
juniors and seniors who are in 
good academic standing at their 
high schools and/or who have 
been recommended by high 
school principals, guidance coun- 
selors and/or teachers are eligible 
for consideration to enroll full time 
or take individual courses at Mas- 
sachusetts public institutions of 
higher education. Students partici- 
pating in dual enrollment may earn 
credit that meet requirements for 
high school graduation and higher 
education matriculation. Under 
education reform, the Legislature 
approved $500,000 to pay for the 
dual-enrollment program, making 
Massachusetts unique among states 
in subsidizing high school students 
as they attend college. To attend 
college courses, the high school 
students must meet the college's 
entrance requirements and main- 
tain at least a "B" grade in the 
course. The student must also re- 
main enrolled in high school. 

The Boston Business School 
Campus of Roxbury Community 
College is pleased to announce that 
Lisa McAskill, a senior at Brighton 
High School, has been accepted 
as a Dual Enrollment student. She 
will take 12 credits during the

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Spring, 1995, semester. The Ex- 
ecutive Office of Education will 
fund the program. Lisa hopes to 
continue at the Boston Business 
School Campus in the Fall as an 
Executive Secretarial major. She 
is really excited about this great 
financial and academic opportu- 
nity. 

We are hopeful that the num- 
ber of students in the Dual Enroll- 
ment program will increase for the 
Fall semester as more high school 
students become aware of this 
great opportunity.

cation" Ruth Batson has made her 
mark on Boston! The Ruth M. 
Batson Educational Foundation 
began 25 years ago with a $1,000 
gift in appreciation of Ruth's un- 
selfish contribution to the better- 
ment of minority education in Rox- 
bury.

Pass Program. Here's how it 
works: fill out a "New Subscribers^ 
Form" and pick-up your pass at the 
Human Resources Office. The cost 
of the pass(es) will be deducted 
from your monthly paycheck. It 
takes one full month to process all 
requests for passes. For example: 
sign up January, money deducted 
in February, receive March pass. 
Passes consist of local bus through 
Zone 2 and subway and cost from 
$20.00 to $72.00. 

Benefits of being a corporate 
passholder: 

Passholders save time and ag- 
gravation, because they do not 
have to stand in line and fumble 
for change to buy tokens, or re- 
member to go to one of the ticket 
agencies and wait in even longer 
line just to purchase a pass. With 
unlimited use of a pass, you save 
money the more you ride the 00, 
and passholders save up to $75.00 
a year on car insurance collision 
and property damage premiums 
and are entitled to valuable dis- 
counts at cultural attractions, res- 
taurants, and stores (Passholder 
Discounts for Transit Users infor- 
mation booklets can be obtained 
from the Human Resources Office). 

Additional benefits for state 
agency employees: 

You can purchase two 
passes per month. If you miss a 
deadline for changing or cancel- 
ing your pass, you can take your 



pass to the Downtown Crossing 
Subway Station, the last 4 business 
days of that month or the first 4 
business days of the next month 
and get an upgrade, downgrade 
or refund.
